Position and boat. (2) To pursue, take. cateh or kill any
aquatic fowl, or to hunt with or shoot from any boat, eanoe, con-
trivance or deviee whatever, on any of the waters of this state
outside or beyond the natural covering of weeds, rushes or
other vegetation growing above the water, nor within such
natural covering or vegetation in any boat or craft exeept such
as are propelled by oars from the side;
